W ords and lack of 
w o rd s-can n o t 
conceal the 
fact President Roosevelt ha.s led the United States 
to the brink of open belligerence. 
He has com m itted this governm ent to repeal its 
neutrality act by m aking its m aterial resources freely 
available to Europe's allies. 
By his public utterances now and bi th e past he 
has m ade plain beyond possibility of doubt th at the 
U nited States, though it m ay rem ain nan-belligerent, 
Is not neutral bi any sense 
of 
the 
word. 
He has 
called for m easures -diort of war itself to reveal this 
attitu d e in the past. 
Now he has carried the policy 
to its logical conclusion by prom ising lull m aterial 
resources lo the Allies 
everything but soldiers, to the 
“opponents of force.” 
Ai the sam e time, Mr Fbxjsevelt has taken leader­ 
ship bi the emergency rearm am ent of the United 
States. 
Purpose of the 
rearm am ent 
Is universally 
understood here and abroad to be resistance to Ger_ 
m any if it wins the war 
and now also to Italy 
AH 
these things .should be understood clearly and dis­ 
cusser! plainly. 
The 
United 
S tates 
has 
traveled 
further down the road 
to 
w ar 
th an m any of Its 
citizens yet can realize. 
T he question is: H as President Roosevelt fairly 
represented the U nited 
States 
as Its spokesm an? 
W ith rem arkable foresight, he saw war In the d is­ 
tance beioie the peace politicians of G reat B ritain 
and France, now scattered before the storm , dared 
to beleve their own eyes 
He abandoned the thought 
of iscJa'icn years before th e threatened destruction 
of G reat B ritain and the B ritish 
navy 
caused tile 
United S ta b s to abandon the practice of isolation 
Now. moved by Italy's decision to become G erm any’s 
accomplice in destruction of the old order in Europe. 
he has taken the last m easure "short of war Itself.” 
The United States stands irrevocably com m itted to 
a position of hostility against aggressor states, m ean­ 
ing G erm any and Italy. 
T here is no possibility of 
m isunderstanding. 
Europe sees this plainly. 
The Allies are begin­ 
ning to tau n t the U nited S tates for its hesitation in 
plunging all the way into war; President Roosevelt 
still h asn ’t gone far enough 
to 
suit 
them . 
The 
to talitarian states, on the 
other 
hand, 
seeing In 
Am erican intervention the only thing which can de­ 
feat them a* the war now seems to be turning out. 
have Issued warnings against 
the 
consequences 
of 
another outburst of m oral indignation in the United 
S tates 
They see today as a repetition of the World 
war when Am ericans worked them selves up to the 
fever pitch of open intervention 
by 
agitating the 
sam e fears existing now. 
They say Europe's war is 
pone of A m ericas business, which is exactly w ltat 
most Am ericans thought they would say when tin* 
next war happened. 
But now th a t war is here again they don’t believe 
it 
Europe's war is their business, not because they 
VHI it to lie their business but because Europe won't 
let it be otherwise. 
T he United States cannot face 
the prospect of a world dom inated by H itlerism with 
any moue relish th an H itlerites con face the prospect 
of a world dom inated by, say, the political principles 
of Thom as Jefferson and A braham Lincoln. 
It Is a 
plain case of political incom patibility. 
T he dictatorships have been first to realize the 
term s of conflict presented in their doctrine, first to 
Issue th e challenge. 
It is they who have sneered a t 
the ‘decrepit democracies" and the "plutocracies.” It 
is they who have set up worldwide organizations to 
underm ine other societies and 
to 
replace 
them 
wherever possible w ith th eir own system s of autarchy. 
No, President Roosevelt Iras not m isrepresented 
the U nited States. R ather, he has resolved the doubts 
anil expressed the feelings of its citizens. 
It m ay be 
too late, but "opponents of force” abroad m ust have 
the advantage of an increasing supply of rids coun­ 
try ’s m aterial resources. 
It may be late but it is not 
too late to m ake sure th at the U nited S tates does 
everything passible to Insure itself against the kind 
of aggression which threatens to obliterate France 
am i G reat B ritain 
Today the U nited S tates is half 
in the war; tomorrow, lf necessary, it can go the rest 
ot the way, if th a t's necessary to prove to aggressors 
there is a force as great and greater th an their own

a $1,706,053,908 supplementary ap­ 
propriation bill for the army. The 
measure, according to 
the 
army 
high command, would enable the 
nation to prepare "for all manner 
of possibilities in the western hem­ 
isphere." 
The army legislation .swelled de­ 
fense commitments to the 
record 
$5,021,619,622 peacetime total-only 
a billion less than the bill for the 
first fiscal year of America's par­ 
ticipation in the World war. 
At the White House Mr. 'Roose­ 
velt signed the $1,400,000,0000 naval 
appropriation bill. and was ready 
to put his signature on two more. 
The house sent him a measure au­ 
thorizing an ll per cent expansion 
in the battle fleet and an increase 
in navy air strength. From the sen­ 
ate came the regular $1,821,853,222 
arm y appropriation bill. 
lyir Roosevelt gave his endorse­ 
m ent to the organized “Stop Hitler 
Now" movement at a press confer­ 
ence yesterday. He had on his desk 
a copy of a full-page 
newspaper 
advertisement, sponsored 
by 
the 
committee to defend America by 
aiding the Allies, urging the Unit­ 
ed States to help by giving all pos­ 
sible aid to the Allies with planes 
and other supplies. 
Asked to comment. Mr. Roosevelt 
said he considered th e advertise­ 
m ent a great piece of work and ex­ 
tremely educational.
